The passing of William Warner Justice, Jr. on 28th September, 
removes from Philadelphia and Nantucket, Mass.. 


1942, 
an outstanding sportsman 


of the old school, and one who will be particularly missed at horse shows, 


field trials and hound shows. 


“Bill” Justice, as he was familiarly known to his hosts of friends, died 
at Highlands, North Carolina, after an illness of two years, during which 
trying time he divided between his southern home at Thomasville, and his 


summer cottage at Nantucket. 


Having been entered to foxhunting at an early age by his father, the late 
Theodore Justice, with the Pembroke Hounds, of Chestnut Hill, Philadelphia, 
in the eighteen nineties, ‘Bill’? never lost his enthusiasm for the chase, and 
although he was Master of Huntington Valley for several seasons, he was 
apparently more devoted in later life to Harriers and Beagles than to Fox- 


hounds. 


In 1925 he obtained permission from the Commonwealth of Massa- 


chusetts to stock the island of Nantucket with Kansas Jack Rabbits, hoping 
that if climatic conditions were favorable, and the numerous fish hawks did 
not devour the young hares. he could establish a pack of Harriers to hunt the 


island during the summer months. 


The Jack Rabbits multiplied. ‘and the 


island’s ground cover of moss, low bracken and dwarf meely-berry bushes 
gave ample protection to the leverets, and in 1926 the Nantucket Harriers 
were inaugurated, and, as everyone knows, this pack has been most success- 
ful, shown excellent sport and given much pleasure to the summer residents 


of that lovely island 


He was quite an authority on the American Hound, wrote extensively 
for numerous sporting papers, and was for years in demand as a Judge at 
hound shows and field trials; but in more recent times had devoted himself 
principally to shooting in the countryside adjacent to his charming winter 


home in Georgta.

official action were aforetime visit- 
ed with prompt and often severe 
chastisement. 

During the past season the writer 
has personally. witnessed a host of 
such incidents. So he does not speak 
—or write—from hearsay but actual 
observation and personal familiarity 
with the facts. 

Foul riding has become, in effect, 
a component part of his trade with 
the average ‘“‘knight of the pigskin.” 

He has grown up in an atmosphere 
and been educated—if that is the 
proper word—into the belief that 
anything he can ‘“‘get away with” is 
“O. K.” and that it is ‘up to” him 
to get away with everything he has 
the chance to, as a part of the re- 
gular day’s work. 

Likewise to deliberately do ter- 
rible things—for often they are ter- 
rible—knowing that a penalty is 
certain but secure in the knowledge 
that he will fall on a soft cushioh 
not only, but make himself a hero 
in the bargain. 

For, whereas in former days~a 
jockey that had be@A convicted of 
a serious offense became a marked 
man, generally regarded with doubt 
and suspicion and never again en- 
joying the repute attending a clean 
record, nowadays the reverse is the 
case, all too often. 

The moment his disqualification 
ceases we will find him back on the 
best horses in training, owned by 
famous owners and trained by fam- 
ous trainers. And when he appears 
upon the quarter-stretch after an en- 
forced absence from it, very likely 
his admirers, partisans and parasites 
will greet him with cheers and ap- 
plause. 

Venal or unthinking reporters will 
cater to him by extravagant glorifi- 
cation of his alleged prowess in the 
saddle and little or nothing will sug- 
gest the real fact: 

Namely, that he is a deliberate 
transgressor, often an_ inveterate 
one, convicted time and again of 
serious offenses against the code and 
deserving, if justice were done, of 
permanent expulsion from the turf. 

That he recks little of the punish- 
ments he has received and is ready 
and willing to ‘do it again’? when 
the occasion arises and he believes 
he can “get by”; while, if he don’t, 
he regards any amercement meted 
out to him as a matter of small con-

For what he becomes those who 
guide and control him are in large 
measure respoasible. 

His ideals and standards, his con- 
duct and behavior, are what he has 
been taught by precept and example 
and the school of experience is the 
only one from which he has been 
graduated. 


The real responsibility, therefore, 
lies not so much with him as those 
who have moulded him inte what he 
and when, by his. con 
brings discredit upon the 
sport, we must censure him, let it be 
remembered that we have only made 
a beginning and by no means gone to 
the root of the matter.

Hounds move off on Columbus 
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Notes From 
Great Britain 





By J. FAIRFAX-BLAKEBOROUGH 


No Joyous Sounds To Greet 
The Arrival Of Autumn 
In Great Britajn 





There have already been frosts and 
there is a distinct nip in the early 
morning air, a whispering amongst 
trees, and a slight shedding of leav- 
es. All this, together with the bare 
stubbles, (bare except for flocks of 
birds aud here and there a few geese 
and poultry), and blackening elder- 
berries, tell us that we have reached 
what the early poet Logan described 
as ‘‘the Sabbath of the year’. He 
went on to tell how ‘‘nature strips 
her garment gay, and wears the ver- 
dure of decay’’, One thing is lack- 
ing to complete the evidence that 
Autumn is with us, and that is the 
sound of the horn and cry of hounds 
in covert at early morn. In place of 
that we hear buglers sounding re- 
veille, and the tramp of _ soldiers’ 
feet in place of the sound of horses’ 
hooves. Yet these joyous Autumn 
sounds, and much else we loved, will 
one day come back to those with 
youth to enjoy the sports of the 
field. Here are one ‘or two verses 
which seem to feel the pulse of the 
sportsmen of today: 

I’ve wired my trainer to put down 

the stud; 

The stables are all full of sows. 

I've kept the black horse—but 

he’s pulling the float, 

And my missus is milking the 

cows 

They’ve cut down the coverts and 

ploughed up the land, 

The gallops are barley and roots, 

The golf course looks odd with 

its flourishing beans, 

But nobody bothers two hoots. 

We will all shoot again on the 

moors on the Twelfth, 

We will hunt and we’ll race as of 

old; 
But first we'll put paid to the 
Nazis’ account, 

And we’ll pay him in Marks, not 
in gold. 
No National Hunt Sport 

So after all there is to be a com- 
plete blank this jumping season! 
Some members of the National Hunt 
Committee had, up to quite recent 
times, hoped that arrangements could 
be made for a limited programme 
and one or two trainers had put 
jumpers into work in full anticipa- 
tion of this. It was not to be! It is 
not the fanatics and spoil sports who 
have had their way but the Govern- 
ment. Those who are using the war 
to further their desire to put an end 
to hunting and racing have had one 
more rebuff by the King winning 
another of the classics, and yet 
another sprag in their wheel of op- 
portunism and destruction is sent 
me by @ prominent member of the 
Jockey Club. He says ‘Prince Bis- 
marck once stated’? England is a 
happy country. You are safe as long 
as people are devoted to racing. Here 
a gentleman cannot ride down a 
street without twenty persons say- 
ing ‘Why has that fellow a horse 
and I have not one?’ In England the 
more racehorses a nobleman has the 
More popular he is. The Turf is a 
tremendous asset to your country.” 
Nevertheless, it was not easy to see 
how steeplechasing could have the 
claims flat racing undoubtedly had 
to be of value from a_ recreation 
point of view to those on war work. 


The early start necessary on short 
winter days, and the restricted travel 
would have made it almost impossi- 
ble for those employed in industry 
on Saturday mornings to reach a 
racecourse. Those only who know 
the interest the man in the street 
has in the Turf even though he can- 
not actually be present to witness 
the racing, realise the enjoyment 
and diversion of thought studying 
the programme and having a little 
S. P. flutter brings. It has its econo- 
mic value in this respect but the 
decision has been made and means 
that there will be no National Hunt 
sport except in Ireland, until after 
the war. It is a serious blow to the 
winter game, but there it is, we can 
make no better of it and only hope 
that by next winter we will have 
peace and that the bumper crowds 
at race meetings which will undoubt- 
edly follow the end of _ hostilities, 
will set many little hard-hit race ex- 
ecutives on their feet. 
Advance Flag and Number Boards 
A correspondent asks me who was 
responsible for introducing number 
boards on racecourses, and who or- 
iginated the advance flag which 
put an end to the repeated false 
starts which had become a scandal 
on the Turf. It was Lord George 
Bentinck who brought about both 
these (and many other) innovations 
about 1844. I fancy the advance 
flag was first used at York by Lord 
George himself, but his trainer tells 
us his lordship at the outset attempt- 
ed to start with one flag on a very 
long pole, with which he marshalled 
the horses to the post. He walked a 
little way in front rating any jockey 
who attempted to advance beyond 
the line prescribed by the starter. 
The objection to the one flag system 
was that jockeys watched its gradual 
lowering and jumped off before it 
had actually fallen. His lordship 
then introduced the advance flag. 
This latter is, of course retained in 
conjunction with the starting gate, 
which came into use in 1898. The 
gate was first tried at Epsom, and, 
in 1900 all races confined to two- 
year-olds were started by the mach- 
ine. At the outset there was frenzied 
opposition to it, but now it is accept- 
ed as an essential part of the game. 


York Racecourse 

Incidentally in the foregoing note 
I mentioned York racecourse. I was 
interested the other day to see a 
number of land army girls harvesting 
oats on part of the famous Knaves- 
mire on which for long has_ been 
held the ancient York race meeting 
—one of the best managed in the 
whole of Great Britain. Some day 
(soon we hope) we will all again 
foregather on historic Knavesmir to 
see the Ebor run for. We will then 
find that the corn crops grown this 
season have no more affected future 
sport than they have at Pontefract, 
Beverley and lots of other places on 
which part of the surrounding 
ground has been ploughed. The actu- 
al track is what matters and no- 
where has this been touched by the 
plough. 

A Great Sportsman 

I am sorry to hear that Captain 
Frank Forester is far from well. He 
will next month reach his 82nd year, 
and few have played the sporting 
game more than he has done during 
his long career. He was in his day 
one of the most famous Masters of 
Hounds and was also prominent on 
the Turf, adopting the colors of his 
kinsman, the last Duke of Cleveland. 
Capt. Forester was for a consider- 
able time resident in the north and 
then was seen at all north country 
race fixtures and hunted with the 


Zetland and Hurworth, He began his 
long career as M. F. H., with the 
Limerick, then took the Old Berks, 
after which he hunted in the north, 
but when, in 1905, Captain Burns 
Hartopp gave up the Quorn, Captain 
Forester succeeded him and con- 
tinued at the head of that famous 
pack until 1918. It was during that 
brilliant regime that he caused a 
mild sensation by using Christmas 
Daisy as a hunter. There have re- 
cently been questions asked as to 
whether this winner of two succes- 
other 


races was actually his property dur- 


sive Cambridgeshires and 


ing his racing career. He has him- 
self answered the question by saying 
that Christmas Daisy was offered to 
him for 1500 gs in 1909, but as he 
then had so many horses in training 
he did not buy him. As he was out 
of the dam of a Grand National win- 
ner Christmas Daisy was trained for 
hurdling and then for the Lincoln- 
shire Handicap but broke down. His 
joint owners (Mr. A. P. Cunliffe 
and Mr. E. A. Wigan) then made 
Capt. Forester a present of him. The 
Captain says “He became a perfect 
hunter in no time for he had a beau-

“T can remember every meet this 
season’’, an Elkridge-Harford mém- 
ber remarked. He had reasons to, 
for the sport which had followed 
each one had _ been exceptional. 
Hounds had driven foxes at such a 
pace they had taken unusual, inter- 
esting lines. Moreover, they had 
stayed above ground and run long 
distances across country, occasional- 
ly circling through distant country 
seldom hunted. The sport the Elk- 
ridge-Harford field has enjoyed has 
been as varied and satisfying as any 
fox-htnter could expect or hope for. 
If hunting stopped tomorrow, the 
members would feel they had al- 
ready had as many memorable hunts 
as the average season provides. Even 
though the atcounts of some of them 
will savor of exaggeration to per- 
sons who were not on them, I must 
relate their chief points. Three hunt- 
ing days in succession, hounds ran 
steadily and fast for over two hours. 
They were whipped off the lines at 


the end of that time for no horses 
or riders were fit enough this early 
in the season to stay with them. 

On the first one, hounds made a six 
mile point, running steadily with 
only one check of 3 minutes and 
when whipped off, every hound but 
one couple of the 22 couple were 
there. At one time they had circied 
through a section of country seldom 
hunted and it had been necessary to 
place branches over the top of wire 
fences in order to jump them. This 
had added a bit of adventure and 
danger to an outstanding hunt. The 
second and third hunts were a trifle 
more circling but equally as fast 
and as long and without one check. 
On the second hunt, the horses the 
hunt staff were riding became too 
tired to reach hounds in order to 
whip them off. It was not until 4 
o'clock, hounds were found and 
reached by truck and as they were 
still running it was necessary to 
whip them off the line. 

This brilliant sport has made all 
the followers of the Elkridge-Har- 
ford pack, feel younger, fitter and 
freshenei them up for war jobs 
which they are tackling with renew- 
ed energy.—E. O.

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THE UNWRITTEN LAWS OF FOXHUNTING 


The idea of putting into tangible form the unwritten laws and usages of 
foxhunting was first conceived by the late Henry G. Vaughan, Esq., M. F. 
H., of the Norfolk Hunt and one of the Founders of the Masters of Fox- 
hounds Association who served as its Secretary from 1907 to 1930 and then as 
President until the time of his death in 1938. Mr. Vaughan felt that there 
were many members of our Association to whom such a compilation might be 
useful in helping to settle questions which might arise from time to time in any 
recognized Hunt establishment; no matter how well or how carefully it was 
governed. In previously published Association year books (1928-1931-1935) 
this idea was carried out by A. Henry Higginson, Esq., past President of our 
Association in such a concise manner that we have adopted most of his form 
and material, adding to it new regulations and resolutions that have been put 
through since the last publication above mentioned. 

After an exhaustive study of the regulations of the Masters of Foxhounds 
Association of England and, also, of that very useful volume “The Unwritten 
Laws of Foxhunting”, by Charles F. P. McNeill, Esq., late M. F. H., of the 
North Cotswold and Grafton Hounds of England, with an idea of adapting 
such of those regulations as were applicable to American conditions and supple- 
menting them with the resolutions or regulations already passed by the Mas- 
ters of Foxhounds Association of America, we hope that the unwritten laws 
and usages of foxhunting herein presented will help to clear up in the future 
some points which have hitherto caused a certain amount of discussion and con- 
fusion, without recourse to the Executive Committee of our Association. 


It should be explained here that while some of the laws herein set down 
are official, as stated in each case, many others have no such distinction but are 
based on customs and usuage by those who have hunted over a period of more 
than a century, and who are so recognized by authorities on hunting the world 
over. 


Foxhunting has long existed throughout the United States, but more 
especially in the East, and it is interesting to note that even as far back as the 
18th Century, organized hunting took place under the auspices of the Glou- 
cester Fox Hunting Club of New Jersey, and from then until now, foxhunt- 
ing has grown in leaps and bounds not only in Pennsylvania, Virginia, Mary- 
land, New Jersey and New England, but throughout the United States. 


It soon became apparent that if a group of individuals in each vicinity, 
whether it be farmer or city folk, who wanted to hunt, should keep a pack of 
hounds, there would be so much confusion that no sport would be possible. 
Therefore, as additional hunt clubs from time to time have been organized, 
they have kept clear of territory already hunted. In 1907, in order to have a 
parent association, which would be the custodian of the boundaries of each 
territory, and in order that there might be some medium through which hunt- 
ing organizations could apply for territory and submit complaints the Masters 
of Foxhounds Association of America was formed. Eligible are all Masters and 
ex- Masters of Recognized Hunts of the United States and Canada, who each 
vear elect a President, two Vice-Presidents (one of whom is usually from 
Canada), a Secretarv-Treasurer and seven members at large, all of whom 
compose the Executive Committee. The seven members at large are elected 
from Districts namely, New England, New York, New Jersev, Pennsylvania, 
Marvland and Delaware, Virginia (and the South) and the Middle West. 
They are elected to serve terms of three years without power of re-election, 
when other members would be elected to serve under the same conditions. This 
provision was made because it was thought that the Association could best 
serve its members by requiring that all Masters serve their term, and thereby 


avoid what mrght be looked upon as autocratic power in the hands of a few 
men permanently. In order to make definite the authority of this Association 
w hen discipline needed an avreement exists between the M asters of Fox 


hounds Association of America, The American Horse Shows Association and 
the National Steeplechase and Hunt Association, by which, in the event of any 
member of any one of these organizations beiny disciplined, he is automatical 
lv punished by the other two. This, therefore, means that an offender so dis- 
ciplined will have the privilege denied him of foxhunting with any récognized 
or registered hunt in Amet ca, showing horses at any recognized horse show in 
America, or racing at any récognized race meet in America. 


If a pack of hounds should run a fox over their border into a neighboring 
country, and he should get to ground, the old unwritten law, as quoted by Cecil 
in his “Words of the Chase’, and the general practice of the invading Master 
was: “That a fox mav be bolted by a terrier, provided the terrier belongs te 
the Master of Hounds, and is therefore, with them, but it is held inadmissible 
to borrow a dog for the occasion.””. Under no circumstances may a spade or 
pick-axe be used or the soil or turf broken in any way. 

However, Section 25 of the Internal Organisation of Hunts of the Mas 
ters of Foxhounds Association of England (1937 ed.) is now the fecognized 
law on the subject and reads as follows: 

“25. Any Master of Hounds who has run a fox to ground in a country 

hunted by another pack is not allowed to break ground or to make use 

of a terrier to get him out”. 

If a pack of hounds should run a fox over their border into a neighboring 
country and apparently lose him and eventualiy turn to zo back into their 
domain and a fox is holloa’d at no great distance from where they lost their 
fox, they have a perfect right to go on and hunt that fox, as it is impossible to 
sav it was not their hunted fox who had lain down; but supposing they had 
trotted, sav two miles or so, from where the fox had been Jost and then a 
holloa occurs, or information came to hand of a fox having been seen, the 
huntsman should not lav his hounds on, for it is not a good sportsman who 
poaches 

In cub hunting >» \Taster should keep as much as pos thle to his own country, 
as it Is most mnNnovny toa neighboring Mastei to have an outside pach run- 
ning a fox into a mice-sized covert with a strong litter of cubs, where he him- 
self was contemplating a good morning a few days later. There is no rule about 
this but sportsmanlike instincts should be a sufficient guide in such cases. 

At the annual meeting of the Masters of Foxhounds Association held Febru- 
ary |Sth, 1922. a very important Resolution, recommended by the b-xecutive 
Committee, was adopted relating to the purchase of foxes in or near any re- 
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corded country. This Resolution which became law on the subject, is as fol- 
lows: 

“That the purchase of foxes in any recognized or regularly hunted cqun- 
trv or within fifty miles of any such country, without the written consent 
of the Master or of the Hunt Committee of that country, is prejudicial to 
the best interest or welfare of foxhunting and that such action on the part of 
anv Master or any member of this Association shall be considered conduct 
unbecoming a Master or an Owner of Foxhounds. 

“That in all cases where foxes purchased by a Master or by an Owner of 
Foxhounds due precaution shall be observed that such foxes are not taken 

from any hunting country within fifty miles of such country.” 

The far reaching importance of this Resolution will be quickly appreciated 
by all hunting men, and in practice should apply to all lovers of sport whether 
they are officials, members of the Field or members of any community in 
which hunting is carried on. 

As regards the “Walking” of foxhound puppies outside the boundary of 
a Hunt, which has often led to great unpleasantness, it seems that a gentleman, 
be he farmer or millionaire, who lives on or near the boundary of two Hunts, 
and subscribes to both, has a perfect right to take a puppy from each Master, 
but he should not take one from the Master whose country he is just outside of 
and refuse to take one from his own Master. In other words, everyone walking 
a puppy for a neighboring Hunt should at least offer to take one from his own 
Hunt too, otherwise, the practice is apt to cause trouble. Masters should bear 
this in mind and help the situation by not requesting outside “walks” for their 
puppies. 

At a meeting of the Executive Committee of the Masters of Foxhounds 
Association of America, held on January 7th 1937, a Resolution bearing on 
this subject was passed (which supersedes Vote passed May 25th, 1928) and 
it seems best to quote it in full as follows :— 

“RESOLVED: That it is the sense of the Executive Committee that 
any Master of Foxhounds purposing buying hounds from or selling or 
giving hounds to any person or walking or training hounds in any record- 
ed hunting country other than his own, should first consult and confer 
with the Master of Foxhounds or the Hunt Committee in such other 
country.” 

As regards the public “dropping” of foxes the Executive Committee at a 
meeting held May 25th, 1928, passed the following Resolution bearing on this 
subject :— 

“RESOLVED: That the attention of the Executive Committee has 
been called to the practice of so-called ‘Drop’ Hunts, i. e—the hunting 
of bagged or ‘dropped’ fox, and it is the unanimous sense of the Commit- 
tee that this or any other practice which does not give the animal a sport- 
ing chance is contrary to the best traditions of the sport and inconsistent 
with the true principles of foxhunting and this Committee puts itself on 
record as against the same and such method of foxhunting.” 


INTERNAL ORGANIZATION OF HUNTS 


I. Any change of Mastership or of arrangements for hunting a country 
for the ensuing season should be announced as early as possible, on March Ist 
but not later than May Ist. In Hunts where a General Meeting is usually held 
to decide on future arrangements for huntipg that country, such meetings 
should be held if possible, on March Ist, but not later than May Ist, that being 
the approximate time on which notice is usually given to hunt servants as to 
their reemployment or dismissal. 

II. When a decision has been taken at a meeting of any Hunt affecting 
the Mastership or future arrangements for hunting that country, it is impera- 
tive, in the interests of foxhunting, that the minority should loyally abide by 
the wishes of the majority of those present at the meeting, and not attempt to 
reopen the question subsequently. 

III. As soon as the arrangements for the ensuing season are decided on, 
the Secretary of the Masters of Foxhounds Association should be made ac- 
quainted with the name and address of the new M. F. H. 

IV. The Masters of Foxhounds Association will not recognize any new 
Foxhunting Establishment organized within the boundaries of an already 
recognized or registered Hunt until those responsible for the proposed new 
Hunt have obtained the unanimous consent of the Master and the Committee 
of the existing Hunt. 

The unanimous consent having been given, and the recognition of the 
Masters of Foxhounds Association having been obtained, an agreement should 
Xv proper officials of the already established Hunt and of the new 
Hunt, to the effect that the new Hunt is permitted to hunt within certain 
specified boundaries, only, during the pleasure of the Committee of the already 
established Hunt.

V. A pack of Harriers, Beagles, Otter or Coon Hounds may not be 
started in a foxhunting country without the consent in writing of the Master 
of Foxhounds and of the Committee of that Hunt. (Jide Rule 23, M. F. H. 
Assoc., of England, 1937 ed.) 


VI. A master may, with the consent of his Committee in wrxing lend a 
portion of his country to an adjoining Hunt, such permission to be renewable 
annually in writing unless other terms are stipulated in the Agreement for 
continuance, such terms having the approval of the Association. Further, this 
permission terminates automatically when the Master who granted it retires 
from his Mastership unless otherwise provided for at time such permission was 
originally written. (lide Rule 24, AL. PV. Assoc., of England, 1937 ed.) 


VII. Recognition may be granted to a Hunt that is eligible for Recogni- 
tion though said Hunt has no country of its own but only a country loaned to 
it by some other Recognized Hunt; such Recognition to expire when the loan 
of the country ceases; but this Recognition gives such Hunt no greater rights 
or privileges in the loaned country than the terms of the loan provides. (J’ote 
of Executive Committee—May 5th, 1934). 


VIII. (1) That in the recording of country by a new Hunt the record 
thereof shall be provisional and shall only be made permanent by vote of the 
Executive Committee of the Masters of Foxhounds Association of America 
after not less than 12 months from the'date of the provisional record. (Vote 
of Executive Committee—November 9th, 1927). 

(2). That no Master is eligible for membership under Section I of 
Article 3 of the By-Laws unless the country of his Hunt has been permanent- 
ly recorded. 

IX. There is no fixed rule or regulation es to what constitutes non-use 
sufficient to become abandonment of a recorded hunting country nor as to its 
size; each,case must depend upen its own individual facts; but a Hunt, 
whether private or an Association is responsible for the country claimed. 
(Vote of Executive Committee—November 9th, 1927). 

X. It is advisable to register the colors of a Hunt but as it would not 
be practicable the Masters of Foxhounds Association of America shall not 
grant exclusive registration for any such colors. (Vote of Executive Com- 
mittee—February 11th, 1921.) 

XI. That it is the sense of the Association that organized hunting is the 
giving of sport on an unselfish basis for the good of*the community, whether 
that be the general public or the residents or the friends of the Hunt concern- 
ed. (Vote of Executive Committee—January 31st, 1935) 


RULES GOVERNING THE OBLIGATIONS 
AND RIGHTS OF THE MASTER 


I. No M. F. H. shall approach, with a view to engagement, a hunt 
servant in any country who is not known to be disengaged at the end of the 
season, without first communicating with the present Master. (Jide. Rule 26, 
M. F.H. Assoc., of England, 1937 ed.) 

II. Ifa Master is asked to bring his hounds into another country: for a 
day’s hunting, the words “‘by invitation” should be inserted with the advertis- 
ed Meet. If a portion of a country is lent by a written agreement for the 
whole season, no explanatory words are needed in advertising the Meets. 
(Vide Rule 27 and 28, M. F. H. Assoc., of England.) 

III. On or before March Ist of each year, Masters wishing to resign 
should acquaint the Chairman of the Hunt Committee, or the Secretary, of 
their Hunt, so as to give the country a chance of securing the services of the 
best Master possible; also, it is only fair to the hunt servants to be given as 
long as possible to obtain a situation. After March Ist, no notice having 
been received by a Committee, they are justified in presuming the Master 
intends going on for another season. 

IV. When a Master takes over a pack of hounds belonging to a country, 
both he and the Hunt Committee should each have an agreed list of the num- 
ber, names and sex of the hounds taken over. (Vide Rule 30, M. F. H. Assoc., 
of England.) 

V. On giving up the Mastership, the retiring Master is b

XI. The question of advertising Meets has often arisen, particularly 
with respect to cub hunting. This is entirely at the Master’s discretion. It 
does not seem to be generally understood that cub hunting is entirely a private 
matter and no business of anyone’s but the Master’s to educate his young en- 
try. ‘here seems to be a growing inclination on the part of some members 
of the. Field to feel that cub hunting is for the education of young horses as 
well—this is net the case. All cub hunting must conform entirely to the dis- 
cretion of the Master and the question as to whether he sends cards of the 
Meets out or not is one which only he can decide. 

XII. At a meeting of the Executive Committee of the Masters of Fox- 
hounds Association of America, held December 4th, 1935, the following reso- 
lution was passed in reference to scheduled meets:— _ ' 

“RESOLVED: The sense of the Committee is that public 
notice of scheduled hunting on Sunday is looked upon with 
disfavor and this Committee puts itself on record as against the 
same.” 
and 

“VOTED: No registration be granted to any applicant Hunt 
which has Sunday scheduled by public notice as a regular 
hunting day.” 

XIII. There is a freemasonary among Masters of Hounds in allowing 
each other the free use of any hounds in their kennel for Stud purposes. No 
Master ever charges a stud fee. It is customary, however, for a Master send- 
ing any bitches to be bred at a kennel, to send the Huntsman a tip for any 
trouble he may have been put to in the matter, but this should be regarded as 
agratuity and not perquisite. 

XIV. Masters of Hounds may not participate in any form of adver- 
tising which emanates in any way from their holding a Mastership or being 
invested with the office of a Master of Hounds; such action being against the 
spirit of the Sport and of the principles of the Masters of Foxhounds Assoc- 
jation of America and injurious as to the prestige of organized hunting when 
thus brought to public notice. (J’ote of Executive Committee—January 3\st, 
1935.) 


OBLIGATIONS OF THE FIELD TOWARD 
A MASTER 
The position of a Master is really a pretty thankless one—particularly 
in this country where the mystic letters M. F. H. mean so little to many 
people. If aman hunts his own hounds the pleasure derived from that makes 
up for many hardships, but to the average Master there are many days of 
worry and many bitter disappointments that must be borne and anything that 
can be done by any member of the Field to help him and show him that his 
efforts are appreciated will be very welcome. Don’t think that because you 
happen to be a new-comer at the game, that he won't appreciate vour thanks— 
or that he doesn’t notice that you are trying to help and not to hinder. So, as 
has been said, try to help the Master instead of hindering him, and by so doing 
you will help your own sport and everyone else’s as well. 
The late Major William Austin Wadsworth, for forty years Master of 
his own hounds (the Genesee Valley) has said of the Master: “The M. F. H. 
eat and mystic personage, to be lowly, meekly and reverently looked up 
ped, considered and given the right of way at all times. His ways are 
ther men’s ways and his knowledge and actions are not to be judged 
by their standards. All that can be asked of him is that he furnish good 
does that, he is amenable to no criticism, subject to no

He is supposed by 
courtesv to know more about his hounds than outsiders; and all hallooing, 
calling, and attempts at hunting them by others are not only very bad manners 
jut are apt to spoil sport. As a general rule he can enjoy vour conversation 
and society more when not in the field, with the hounds, riders, foxes, and 
damages on his mind. N. B., the proffer of a flask is not cenversation, within 
the meaning of the above.’ 


Nothing can be said which would more concisely give an idea of the gen-

He should 
inquire what subscriptions would be satisfactory for him to give, if there is 
no rule laid down by the Hunt Committee, and, also, if a Poultry Fund, and 
should send his cheque at once, and write a note asking if the Master has any 
objections to his coming out cub-hunting. The Master will, of course, answer 
the letter in a gracious manner, saying how pleased he will be to see him. The

V. There is no class of person who gets a hunt into disrepute more 
th: nd horsemen. ‘These, as a rule, are stable helpers, dressed up in 
livery, extremely thouyhtless, and noted for leaving gates open and very often 
lumping their masters’ horses over fences, he strictest orders possible should 


be given to tnem, not once, but several times during the season. 

To quote Major Wadsworth again: “Remember that you have no busi- 
ness on a man’s land, but are there by his sufferance and he is entitled to every 
consideration. It is no excuse that you are in a hurry, It is much better for 
the Hunt that you should be left behind than that a farmer should be injured. 
If you take down a rail, put it back. If you open a gate, shut it. If you break 
a fence, or do any damage which you cannot repair, you should report it at 
once to the responsible officers of the Hunt that it may be made good. 

“Although you may feel convinced that it improves wheat to ride over it, 
the opinion is not drffused or popular, and the fact that some fool has gone 
ahead is no excuse; it only makes matters worse. The spectacle of a lot of 
men following another’s tracks across a wheatfield, and killing hopelessly the 
young plants, which the first man has probably injured but slightly, is too 
conducive to profanity to be edifying in any community. You may think that 
the honest farmer deems it a privilege to leave his life of luxurious idleness 
and travel around half the night in the mud for horses which have got out, 
or spend days sorting the sheep which have got mixed by your leaving his 
gates open or fences down; you're mistaken; he doesn't.” 

And, finally, at the close of your day when you leave the pack to go 
home—ride up to the Master and say “thank you” to him. It's the least you 
can do for the man whose one thought all day has been to show you a good 
day’ sport. It means a lot to him. 


HOUND SHOWS AND HORSE SHOWS 


At a meeting of the Executive Committee, held on the 11th of February,

“RESOLVED: That in Hound Shows held under the aus- 
pices of this Association exhibitors in all breeds be encouraged 
to show their hounds without posing. and with the minimum 
amount of handling; and the Judge may count it against the 
hound if excessively handled and or artificial 
rendered by the person exhibiting the hound.”

and voluminous and the Executive Committee felt that conditions in the 
United States and Canada were so different from those in England that it 
was not practicable to adopt the English Society’s rules and regulations, par- 
ticularly as the English Hunt servants have become long since, a distinct class 
engaged in an almost hereditary occupation. Having the same ultimate goal 
in mind as this English Society—that of being a benefit to hunt servants—our 
Association started a fund with the initial contributions being made at the 
Annual Dinner at the Riding Club on January 24th, 1930. 


At the Hound Show preceding the dinner two Welsh foxhounds Furrier 
1937 and Ringwood were exhibited by }. Daviés, Kennel huntsman of 
the Mr. David Davies’ Hounds of Wales, and Furrier was declared the 
Champion Welsh Hound of the Show. Mr. (now Lord) David Davies, the 
Master, had sent over these hounds to help the Show and had most generous- 
ly provided that after the Show they should be put up at auction and that 
the money received from their sale should go to the Hunt Servants’ Benefit 
Society of America, the establishment of which was in progress. Messrs 
Danielson and Webb bid in Furrier for $1,000 and then put him up fos 
auction again; then Messrs. du Pont, D. B. Brewster and Howard Willets 
bid him in for $1,000, and put him up for auction again; and, finally, Messrs 
Hoyt, Palmer, Paull and Ruxton bid him in for $1,050, and presented him 
to Henry G. Vaughan, then Secretary-Treasurer of the Association. Ring- 
wood was bid in by A. Fillmore Hyde for $900, and presented to Kenneth B 
Schley, Master of the Essex Fox Hounds. After that subscriptions well 
made by the members at the dinner, and, altogether including the money from 
the auction $9,110, was raised for a Hunt Servants’ Benefit Fund. : 


With such a nucleus for a Fund the Executive Committee at a meeting 
held June 6th, 1932, voted for the creation of a fund to be known as the 
HUNT SERVANTS’ BENEFIT FUND, and a set of rules and regula- 
tions was drawn up for the governing of the same. _However, it was found 
that this Fund did not provide in its form of enactment sufficient protective 
power for growth or permanency and, accordingly, a new holding power was 
enacted under Indenture of Trust execrted on the 27th day of July, 1938 
for the creation of a HUNT SERVANTS BENEFIT FOUNDATION. 


With such an instrument as this Indenture of Trust it was possible to liquify 











the old Fund so that all property belonging to it became part of this new 
Foundation.

duate. His form at the jumps was a 
pleasure to watch. His pace was ex- 
cellent and his mare was well in 
hand at all times. He rode Meredith, 
owned by Miss Sally Blaine. Before 
entering the service for the present 
emergency, Major Looby hunted re- 
guiarly with the Longmeadow 
hounds. He is now aid to General 
John M. Willis, commanding general 
at Camp Grant, Illinois. 

Mrs. Carl Miller rode her mare, 
The Witch, to win a blue in the 
light weight hunter class and also 
the hunter championship ribbon. 
The Witch, a beautiful animal show- 
ed an excellent way of going, a gooa, 
strong gallop and she is a gallant 
jumper. Mrs. Miller made the course 
in three minutes and four seconds. 
This same time was made two years 
ago by Mrs. Dennison Hull on Fros- 
ty Morning. Mrs. Miller equalled it 
this year, but it is still the record. 

Strong Herod, owned by _ Ross 
Beatty of Wayne, and ridden by 
Freeman Wood of Winnetka, was 
first in the middle and heavy weight 
class. This horse skowed rare abill- 
ty in jumping. The pronounced and 
graceful lowering of his head and 
neck at each panel was indicative of 
the efficient engagement of his 
hocks, which spells strength and 
dependability in a hunter. The time- 
ly accuracy with which he folded hts 
forehand was equally remarkable. 

A Longmeadow trio won the hunt 
team class. Mrs. Miller on The 
Witch, Thomas McKearnan, Sr., on 
Whisk Scoop and Thomas McKear- 
nan, Jr., on Little Colonel made up 
the team. Despite the fact that these 
contestants had been over the course 
several times before, during the day, 
they showed no signs of fatigue.

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Further Observations Of The Red Fox 





BY A. MACKAY SMITH, M. F. H. 





The article on the Red Fox of 
America from the always delightful 
and interesting pen of Mr. Higginson 
brings up anew the perennial and 
fascinating question as to whether 
the red fox of the southern states 
is descended from native or import- 
ed stock. It is a question which has 
been constantly debated in our sport- 
ing periodicals, from the first issue 
of the American Turf Register in 
September 1829 to the present day. 
On page 9, John Stuart Skinner 
stated that red foxes were imported 
to the Bastern Shore of Maryland in 
1730 and crossed over into Virginia 
the Chesapeake being 
frozen over, during the winter of 
1779-1780. That statement was the 
opening gun of an engagement which 
has been warmly waged ever since.

States north of 

the Ohio that English 
were imported into the Southern 
states, and that the red fox spread 
gradually southward and westward 
from Maryland and Virginia begin- 
ning about 1780. In addition to the 
Maryland importation of 1780 ana 
to the New York and Pennsylvania 
importation mentioned by Mr. Hig- 
ginson, we know that a British Cap- 
William Rapilir, imported Eng- 
lish Red Foxes into Abberville 
District of North Carolina in 1783 
(Porter’s “Spirit of the Times’’, Oct. 
3 1857). In Oct. 1829 the Turf Re- 
stated (p. 74) that ‘‘the red 
fox was migrating south and west 
and wes now to be found in almost 
every part of Virginia.’’ They reach- 
ed the Shenandoah Valley in the early 
1830’s. At that time in Frederick 
County it was the custom—miser- 
abile dictu—to pay bounties for 
fox’s scalps. The County Treasurer's 
records about 1834 begin to distin- 
guish between grey foxes and red 
foxes. In April 1833 the same paper 
(p. 401) speaking of the district 
round Beaufort, North Carolina said 
it was “‘not yet reached by the rea 
fox in his progress southwardly.” 
Col. Frederick G. Skinner, 
whose sporting writings have 
collected by Harry Worcester Smith 
in that most delightful book ‘-. 
Sporting Family of the Old South”, 
says that in 1840 northern: Mississ- 
ippi had not been invaded by red 
foxes and that reds had been import- 
ed into the section about Nashville, 
Tenn. (Turf, Field and Farm, Jan. 
20, 1888.) He also quotes Hon. W.

R. Gorman of Georgia: ‘‘The first 
red foxes known to this section of 
the State were shipped from New 
York to Col. Birdsong by W. T. 
Porter, then editor of the old Spirit 
of The Times in the year 1849. 
({bid Jan. 1886). The red fox first 
appeared in Kentucky about 1850 
(see van Urk, Story of American 
Fox Hunting, Vol. I p. 216, Derry- 
dale Press, New York 1940). 

If it was the native American 
Red Fox that spread south and west- 
ward, why did he wait until the 
19th century to do so? That is a 
question which no one, to my know- 
ledge, has ever satisfactorily answer- 
ed.-The northern native red was 
hunted near Chicago, [ll., in 1830, 
although there were no reds in Ken- 
tucky until 1850. A correspondent 
with the initials J. G. F. wrote to 
the American Turf Register from 
Fort Dearborn June 7, 1830.’ The 
species of fox most abundant in 
their neighborhood is the real Amer- 
ican red fox—comparing what I 
have seen of the red fox, at it is 
with us, with the accounts given of 
the red fox af Virginia and Mary- 
land by your correspondents in those 
states, I imagine that ours is pos- 
sessed of vastly more speed and bot- 


tom.” (American Turf Register, 
June 1831, p. 491.) 
There were no physical barriers 


to keep the native reds from migrat- 
ing southward, Even the Ohio river 
would not have been impassible; red 
foxes, of their own accord, swim the 
lower Shenandoah which is only 
slightly narrower than the upper 
Ohio. One is rather forced 
the conclusion that the native 
used to cold weather, did like 
the higher temperatures to the 
south, These on the other hand were 
most acceptable to the descendants 
of the stock imported from the mild 
climate of England. The grey fox, 
the true native of the south, prefers 
heavy undergrowth in a remote sec- 
tion, much the same type of coun- 
try as that originally inhabited by 
the native red of the North, where- 
as the southern red prefers an open 
well-farmed country to civill- 
zation, just such an environment In 
fact as the English red enjoys at 
home. Again one is forced to won- 
der whether this characteristic in 
the southern red does not derive 
from English ancestors. 

Perhaps other readers of The 
Chronicle can shed new light on this 
old problem.

THE GALLOP 
The trooper who has galloped past 
the reviewing officer to the music 
of ‘Gary Owen” or “‘The Bonnets of 
Bonnie Dundee’’, has, undoubtably 
a profound love and understanding 
of that gait. 


The above mentioned strains, of 


course, bring to mind the Seventh 
and Eighth United States Cavalry 
regiments. ‘ 


Without intimating any favoritism, 
to see the gallop in all of its glory, 
one must see it done by the Tenth 
Cavalry, because they are negro 
troopers. With guidons flying and 
the band playing a rousing tune in 
six-eighths time, all their native 
love of music, rhythm and synch- 
ronization comes to the surface. 
When they gallop in troop forma- 
tion, it stirs emotion in the heart of 
the most hardened. 

Appropos of all of this, is the 
simple statement that the gallop is 
a cadenced gait, requiring the ut- 
most in rhythm and synchronization. 

The legs, in the gallop, 
can be classified as one diagonal 
working together and one diagonal 
working individually. The classifica- 
tion for the gallep left is reversed 
for the gallop right. 
the

Assuming that horse is turn- 
ing to the left, he must lead with 
his left fore leg. The first beat of 
the stride is the right hind, then the 


left hind and right fore simultane- 


ously and third, the leading left 
fore. 
A system of aids for the gallop 


has been worked out, against woich 
the horse has no defense. They must, 


however, be applied in a_ timely, 
tactful and sufficient manner. 
Relative support and _ assistance 


in balance for the horse is diagonal 
rather than lateral. The right hind 
supports and assists the left fore 
and vice-versa. 

Consequently, it is the aim of the 
rider, desiring a left lead, to bulge 
to the foreground, 
the left shoulder. He turns 
the horse’s head away from. the 
‘lead’? shoulder. As he urges the 
horse into the increased gait, he 
drops his weight tactfully and sud- 
denly over that shoulder. This caus-

his right hind leg which is the first 
beat of the stride. 

A horse sometimes has a favorite 
lead and he will change to it with- 
out directicn from his rider. In such 
a case, the rider should engage ait 
indirect rein of opposition, in rear 
of the withers, over the leading 
shoulder. This cramps’ the horse 
just to the extent that it is difficult 
for him to change leads. The trac- 
tion of this rein passes from one side 
of the bit, to the diagonally opposite 
hip.

memories go back as far as his for 
the other day he entered his 90th 
year. Tom has lived at Scarborough 
for some years, and when T saw him 
recently he claimed that he is now 
the oldest ex-jockey and one of the 
few who has read his own death 
notice. Probably he is the oldest ex- 
jockey alive, at any rate so far as 
jockeys of any note go. At one time 
Bruckhaw (the early Calendars al- 
ways refer to him as ‘Brookshaw’), 
was quite in the front rank. He was 
born at Ashton-under-Lyne and was 
learning printing for a short time 
before he went to Middleham to be 
apprenticed to John Fobert, for 
whom he rode his first winner at 
Lanark in 1870. Three years later 
he won the Casarewitch on King 
Td, for the still living Lord Lons- 
dale. It was after an accident on the 
Edinburgh course that Tom whilst 
in hospital read of his death. He is 
still very much alive and has count- 
less memories of his days as a train- 
er at Whitewall, Malton (where he 
lost a lot of money), and later of 
managing Lord PDurham’s_ blood- 
stock. He still retains his interest in 
bowls and quoits, but has not set 
foot on a racecourse for many years, 
for. so he says, “There’s no one left 
T remember, and no one who remem- 
bers me.” Tt is interesting to note 
that Bruckshaw attributes his long 
life (not common amongst jockeys) 
to having kept his weight down in 
his riding days by long ‘wasting’ 
walks rather than by resorting to 
physic and Turkish haths. The still 
living George McCall adopted the 
same methods of reducing weight, 
as did the late Jim Fagan. A numb- 
er of the younger school of jockeys 
just prior to the war, had seen the 
result of physicing and Turkish 
baths upon older jockeys (some of 
them dead and_ others physical 
wrecks). and they got off extra 
weight by putting on sweaters and 
a mackintosh coat and running 
round racecourses two or. three 
hours before they had to ride. I have 
seen them quite exhausted, with 
sweat pouring out of them, lying in 
the jockeys’ dressing rooms, desper- 
ately anxious for the drink of water 
they dare not take. It is not all beer 
and skittles being a jockey!
